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of much more than the necessary two-thirds 
of the convention. 
These critics of Bryan from his own camp 


did not know that he was the most badly 


fooled man in the convention. He thought 
he could do in St. Louis what he did in Chi- 
cago eight years ago today. He honestly be- 
Meved he could sway the delegates away 
from the Parker allegiance in the Illinois 
question, and he went into the convention 
fully impressed with the idea that he was 
about to make the effort of his life. — 

So fully impressed was Mr. Bryan with this 
idea. that when he had concluded his long 
work on the platform committee, and after 
he had appeared before the credentials com- 
mittee in behalf of the Harrison contest- 
ants, he sought out Ben Cable and began to 
apologize in these words: . 

“I hate to drive you out of the convention, 
Mr. Cable, because our relations have al- 
ways been pleasant. I want yau to know 
that I am acting merely from a sense of 
duty, and in the best interests of the party. 

“I am going to present this Iluncis case to 
the convention in such a way that you will 


do thrown out, not because you are a partic- 


ularly bad man yourself, but because you 

ate the beneficiary of the work of a lot of 

political pirates. It's a matter of conscience 

with me, you know, so I can’t spare you 

when I come to make my appeal to the con- 
Did His Best and Failed. 

Poor old Bryan. He read his minority re- 
port in his best style and made two speeches, 
each of which aroused great enthusiasm 
everywhere except among the delegates. 
No one who was opposed to him had any- 
thing more than a mere fraction of his ora- 
torical ability. He attacked Hopkins and 
the strong arm combination down at Spring- 
field in the bitterest possible manner, and a 
great deal of what he said was manifestly 
true 


If the Illinois case had been settled on its 
merits it might have been decided different- 
ly, but Bryan's championship was fatal to 
it. The delegates to the convention had 
made up their minds to turn down their for- 
mer Candidate for the presidency whenever 
he made a test case. 


No Rancor in Decision. 


And thus it came about that the first im- 
portant roll call of the convention was the 


. One which told even Bryan himself that the 


magic touch had departed from him and 
that he had at last been slaughtered in the 
house of his friends. The triumph of the 
conservatives was complete, but there was 
not thé slightest exhibition of rancor. On 
the contrary, the delegates seemed sorry for 
Bryan, and while they voted against him 
without the slightest hesitation the result 
provoked comperatively little applause, al- 
though every one understood that it was 
the supreme test, not only of the convention 
but of the party history for the last eight 


years. 
Deep Meaning of Incident. 
No one who watched the delegations vote 


could doubt that there was the deepest sig- 

_.MAficance in the incident. There were in the 
sonvention after the admission of the dele- 
gates from Porto Rico exactly 1,000 votes.

As a matter of course, the Illinois delegation 
id not vote at all, although some of them 
were clearly entitled to a vote because their 
seats were not contested.

He made an evident impres- 
sion when he denounced the Hopkins crowd 
as “train robbers,’ and yet Mr. Bryan, 
with all his cleverness, betrayed his per- 


‘penal interest in the Illinois case. 


Makes One Serious Mistake. 


He could not refrain from attacking Hop- 
kins and Cable openly because they had voted 
for Palmer and Buckner. He declared ina 
dramatic manner that he was entirely will- 
ing that those who had left the party should 
return and be received now into good fellow- 
ship, but the great majority of the delegates 
readily saw that the foundation of his attack 
om Hopkins and Cable lay not in his regard 
for the Harrison faction so much as in his 
hatred of John P. Hopkins, because he or- 
ganized the sound money democrats of III. 
nois for the gold democratic ticket in 1896. 

This reference to Palmer and Buckner was 
especially unfortunate for Bryan, because 
the delegates all took it up and they were all 
ready to be influenced by the clever epigram 
of Gov. Head of Tennessee, the chairman of 
the credentials committee, who declared that 
the convention above all was supposed to be 
here to produce quiet harmony which 
Bryan has preached so much, but to which 
he has contributed so little.“ 


Blunder in Political Tactics.

He not only exposed the weakness of the 
radical element in the convention and demon- 
strated for the Parker men the two-thirds 
strength they were anxious to show up, but 
he also weakened his own position in regard 
to the pletform. 

He made an unsuccessful attempt today to 
use his great oratorical skill to stampede the 
convention, and, as he failed ay, even 
Bryan himself admits he will fail tomorrow, 
and that the platform will be adopted 
agreed upon by the conservatives, which 
distinctly and intentionally fails to affirm the 
silver plank on which twice he ran to defeat.

St. Louls, Mo., July 7.—The draft of the 
platform as prepared by the subcommittee 
and submitted to the full committee is as 
follows:

Party Faith Outlined. 

We, the delegates of the democratic party 
of the United States, in national convention 
assembled, declare our devotion to the es- 
sential principles of the democratic faith 
which bring us together in party communion. 

Under them, local self-government and na- 
tional unity and prosperity were alike estab- 
lished. They underiaid our independence, 
the structure of our free republic, and every 
democratic extension, from Louisiana to Cal- 
ifornia and Texas to Oregon, which preserves 
faithfully in all the states the tie between 
taxation and representation. 

They yet inspirit the masses of our people, 
guarding jealously their rights and liberties, 
and cherishing their fraternity, peace, and 
orderly development. They remind us of our 
duties and responsibilities as citizens and 
impress upon us, particularly at this time, 
the necessity of reform and the rescue of the 
administration of government from the 
headstrong, arbitrary, ands odic meth- 
ods which distract business by uncertainty 
and pervade the public mind with dread, dis- 
trust, and perturbation.

The trust plank was next in order, but be- 
fore discussion of it was fairly begun Col. 
Bryan called up the income tax plank: of the 
Nebraska state platform. 

This plank asks for the imposition of such 
a tax as “the most equitable form of taxa- 
tion.”’ 

This proposal precipitated a hot discussion 
at once. Bryan looked to the southern mem- 
bers of the committee for support for his 
motion and addressed his speech largely to 
them. 

Tillman Denounces Hill. 

When Mr. Bryan concluded Mr. Hill made 
a few remarks antagonistic to the idea, and 
then Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
came back with a characteristic speech. He 
referred to all opponents of such a form of 
taxation as creatures of corporations 
and “minions of the money power,” and 
used other expressions of a similar char- 
acter. 
Mr. Hill replied calmly enough, but other 
members of the committee raised their voices 
in a way that could be heard outside of the 
committee room, and the fight promised to 
become sectional before it got through. 

The charge was made by the eastern meni- 
bers of the committee, especially the New 
Englanders, that an income tax was unfair, 
because it would be sectional; that the Su- 
preme court of the United States had de- 
clared such a form of taxation unconstitu- 
tional; and that the whole idea was to tax 
one section of the country at the expense of 
the others. i 

Col. Bryan made an extended speech in 
reply to this. He advocated this form of 
taxation as being able to reach a class of 
people who otherwise pay no taxes at all, or 
too light in comparison to their wealth. He 
claimed that the farmer and the landholder 
had all his property in sight and had to pay 
taxes on it, both state and local, but that the 
bondholder or the plutocrat, as he styled it, 
kept most of his property concealed in safety 
deposit vaults, and it could not be reached by 
the assessor. 


Tariff Declared Unjust. 


Tariff duties, Mr. Bryan claimed, bore un- 
equally on the poor man as comphred with 
the rich, and an income tax was the only 
way of evening up matters. He argued that, 
if the matter were presented to the Supreme 
court Again, that body might view the matter 
in a different light. : 


Several Planks Satisfactory. 
There were a number of planks over which 
there was little, if any, dispute in the full 
committee. Thé one regarding the demands 
for Philippine independence as soon as they 
are ready for it was easy. The plank says 


the Filipinos should be treated the same as 
the Cubans, as soon as it can be done 
wisely and safely for the Filipinos them- 
selves, and for amicable relations with them 
concerning naval stations, coaling stations, 
trade relations, and upon acceptable guaran- 
‘tees of protection to citizens and subjects 


Panama Plank Double Barreled. 
As to the Panama canal, the plank sup- 
ports the building of it, but condemns the 
methods President Roosevelt used in se- 
curing the right.. The president is condemned 
for his “reckless disregard of usages 
in his 
dealing with the republic of Colombia,” but 
the acquirement of the right to build the 
canal is recognized as an accomplished in- 
ternational and existing fact, the treaty was 
confirmed, and we called for the inaugura- 
tion of the work.“ ; 


Big Navy; Little Army. 
Liberal annual increase in the appropria- 
tion for the navy as our best defense of our 
isolated continental condition against foreign 
foe and a source of any possible danger to 
our liberties as a people,“ but a reduction 
ot the army expenditures for it, is adyocated. 
There is a clause in favor of the mainte- 
nance of the Monroe doctrine, but it is qual- 
‘ified by the statement that the party does 
not think it the duty of this country to do 
police and constabularly work in South Amer- 
ica.” ' 
Statehood for Oklahoma, the Indian terri- 
tory, and New Mexico, and a territorial gov- 
ernment for Porto Rico are advocated. 


Money Plank Drafted. 

The,subcommittee on platform after an all 
day session agreed on the following money 
plank shortly before 7 o'clock: 

“The addition to the world’s stock of 
metallic money of $2,000,000,000 in gold with- 
in the last eight years, of which these United 
States have been able to obtain $700,000,000 
as their share, has settled the question of 
the*monetary standard of this country and 
removed it from the field of politics.” 


The plank was adopted by a vote of 7 to 8 
as follows:

The debate over it took up the better part 
of the afternoon. The subcommittee first 
took up the plank in the Mississippi platform 
from which the first part of the one finally 
aGopted was taken. It congratulated’ the 
country on the addition to the world’s store 
of money, the $2,000,000,000 in gold quoted, 
und gave the credit of the resulting settle- 
ment of the money question to the Almighty, 
Then the plank introduced by Mr. Cable, at 
the request of James H. Eckels, who in turn 
had received it from August Belmont, 
Thomas Ryan, and their friends in New 
York, was considered. This plank “ pledged ” 
the democratic party to the maintenance 
of the existing money standard, which has 
been found adequate to the demands of our 
expanding trade.“ 

Neither of these proved satisfactory. Sen- 
ator Davis, Mr. Cable, and others argued 
that something more definite in the way of 
incorsing the gold standard must be adopted 
than the vote of thanks to divine providence 
in the Mississippi platform, while Senators 
Newlands and Dubois pleaded strenuously 
against any such flatfooted declaration in 
favor of the gold standard as was contained 
in the Cable plank. 


Objections to Cable Plank. | 
Senators Hill and Daniel were inclined to 
side with the objectors to the Cable plank 
on the ground that the question of the mone- 
tary standard practically had settled itself 
in the last few years and it was their sug- 
gestion that the ground be taken that it is 
no longer a matter for political discussion. 
It was argued this was sufficient assur- 
ance to the Business world that the existing 
standard would be maintained by thedemoc- 
racy if successful, while it would save the 
feelings of the free silver men, who would 
find a direct gold standard plank a bad dose

o Dispute on Ourrency Plank. 
Accompanying the money plank was a 
currency one over Which there was no dis- 
pute in the subcommittee. It declared against 
asset currency and denounced the practice 


of loaning money to “ favored banks" by | 


the national treasury. 

Before leaving the committee to go to the 
convention at 1 o’clock Mr. Bryan had told 
Gov. Pattison of Pennsylvania he was anx- 
tous that a plank opposing asset currency 
be incorporated in the platform, and Mr. 
Pattison talked, with August Belmont and 
other representatives of financial interests 
as well as men on the committee about it. 
They all united in saying there was no ob- 
jection to such a declaration on their part. 
in fact they would welcome it“ and so the 


matter was agreed on in the subcommittee 


unanimously. The form of words to be used 
was, however, passed up until Mr. Bryan 
could be consulted in the evening. 


“Trust” Plank Makes Trouble. 


: The trust plank was discussed early 
in the session of the subcommittee. The ma- 
jority of the committee favored a denuncik- 


tton of the trusts and a demand that their 


power and scope be curtailed, but leaving 
to congress the form which the necessary 
legislation should take. 

William J. Bryan and Senator Newlands 
argued that the platform should state ex- 
plicitly what remedies should be applied, 
and here the argument started. The con- 
servatives took the position that conditions 
must be met as they arise and it would be 
impossible to state now what would prove 
an effective weapon against trusts in a year 
from now. All the congress could honestly 
promise was that the democratic party if put 
in power, would so legislaté as to arrive at 
the end wanted. 

Mr. Bryan suggested that a declaration 
against the watering of stock would be a 
suggestion of at least one useful remedy, 
and then followed a discussion between Mr. 
Bryan and the financiers on the subcom- 
mittee as to what really constituted watered 
stock, which ended in neither side being 
able to convince the other. 


Wants to Limit Earnings. 


Senator Newlands suggested that restrict- 
ing the net earnings of a corporation, no 
matter what its capital stock, to $1,000,000 
a year would settle the trust proposition, on 
the ground that with such a law no trust 
could grow large enough to be dangerous 
and the giving to the state of all its surplus 
would result in a reduction of prices on the 
principle that when the earnings of railroads 
are confined to a certain fixed dividend they 
spend their surplus receipts betterments 
of = plants rather than give it to the 
state. 

Both Mr. Bryan and Senator Newlande 
were overruled by the majority of the sub- 
committee, however, and the plank as 
agreed upon had no mention of the manner in 
which trusts were to be attacked. 


No Labor Plank _ Reported. 


The subcommittee reported ho labor plank 
at all to the main committee. Col. Bryan 
had given notice he had such a plank which 
he would ask to have considered, but as 
he was not at the afternoon's meeting of 
the committee when the matter came up 


it was determined to pass the question up 


to the full committee meeting in the even- 
ing, when Col. Bryan could be present. With 
it went a petition for a declaration in favor 
of an eight hour day presented to the sub- 
committee in the afternoon by Herman 
Shuelties of Washington, D. C. 


Negro Plank Favored. 


The negro plank favored by the subcommit- 
tee was presented by the North Carolina 
delegation. It is practically the same as the 
one suggested from Hoke Smith of Georgia 
ana reads: 

We deprecate the attempt of the repub- 
lican party to reopen the race question in the 
south and thereby disturb the peaceful rela- 
tions that now exist between the sections.”

Growing Belief That New York Leader 
Does Not Want Place Has Caused 
Indiana Politicians to Make Active 


Fight in Behaltfof Their Candidate— }. 


Judge Parker May Not Indicate

St. Louis, Mo., July 7.—[{Special.J}—Who is 
to be the chairman of the new democratic 
national committee? 

Next to the vice presidency that is the most 
important subject of speculation in the hotel 
rotundas tonight. It is a question of what 
leader will be acceptable to Judge Parker. 
and even the Hearst delegates are discussing 
the men most likely to prove acceptable to 
the New York jurist. 

Practically the only possibilities mentioned 
ere Tom Taggart of Indiana and William F. 
Sheehan of New York, the latter being a per- 
ronal friend of Judge Parker and the chief 
of the Dave Hill lleutenants now on the 
ground. 

„J am not saying a word about the chalr- 
man of the national committee,“ said Shee- 
han to a representative of Tum TRIBUNE to- 
night. We are going to nominate our 
presidential candidate first. and then ask 
h'm whom he wants for his campaign man- 


ager.” 
Sheehan Remains Silent. 

It is generally conceded that Sheehan can 
have the place if he wants it, but from his 
steadfast silence on the subject it is inferred 
that his aspirations do not lie in that direc- 
tion. In fact, it is known that his health 

‘will hardly permit of his acceptance of the 
responsibilities of the campaign. It was on 
this ground that he declined the chairman- 
ship of the New York state committee, and 
on the same ground his wife has exerted her 
influence against his acceptance of the na- 
tional ohairmanship. 

Late tonight it was intimated about the 
Hill headquarters that it is likely the new 
committee at its first meeting tomorrow 
night or Saturday morning will not elect a 
chairman. The matter may be left entirely 
to Judge Parker, and the judge is known +o 
bé deliberate in matters of this importance. 

Taggart Is Making Hay. 

While Sheehan has been preserving his 
significant silence on the matter of the chair- 
manship, Tom Taggart has been permitted 
to work up a strong boom for the place. 
Indiana and the west are lobbying in his 
interest, and, in fact, there are few delega- 
tions in which it is not taken for granted 
that Sheehan doesn't care for the place and 
that Taggart is the best next choice. 


Kern is practically out of the running for 


vice president. Last night Taggart an- 
nounced that he would not let his personal 
ambitions interfere with Kern’s chances for 
nailing the vice presidential candidacy down 
for Indiana, and tonight Kern in his turn 
declared he would withdraw and let Taggart 
take the chairmanship.

Four Hours of Uproar. 

The words are those of William Jennings 
Bryan. The occasion for them was found 
in the Illlinois contest.

Packed Galleries Howled. 

Packed galleries howled, yelled, stormed, 
appiauded, hissed, cheered, groaned, hooted. 
and otherwise made noises of great volume 
and lung power, gAnimated, energetic, al- 
most hysterical shectators fought the police 

Tor the license of saying what they liked and 
doing what they Hked. 

Delegates’ appealed for the clearing of the 
galleries and ejection of disturbers. Police 
fought for the privilege of throwing disturb- 
ers out in the street, and there were many 
things doing in these four hours. 


‘Incidents of the Turmoil. 


The convention panted and prespired in 
| wxcitement and heat. Mr. Bryan tossed about 
on a heavy sea of denunciatory eloquence 
and pleading. Mr. Hopkins, Mr. Cable, IIli- 
wols delegates and members of te national 
credentials committee, got warm where their 
dollars would have been if they had been 
wearing them, and smarted at the words 
which the once Peerless Leader chose to ap- 
ply to them.

As the Bryan people showed signs of sub- 
siding a little, the Parker boom was recom- 
menced with renewed vigor. Georgia pushed 
its way to the platform and raised the ban- 
ner from that point of vantige. Around it 
the Parker states came rushing—New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Tennessee, Indiana, 
and a half dozen others. 

With the second demonstration in full 

wing, the Bryan outcry ceased altogether. 

rom the galleries there were hisses and 
hoots for the Parker men, but neither cheers 
nor jeers lasted long. 


„Short Interval of Sanity. 


A short interval of sanity followed, dur- 
ing which Mr. Williams had an inspiration 
and decided to try the quieting influence of 
music on the delegates. He tipped it off to 
Sergeant at Arms Martin, and the latter 
stepped to the front to execute one of the 
original Delsarte signals which seem to be 
understood by the concert meister. 

A few full arm motions combined with a 
wiggle or two of the hands produced the 
“Star Spangled Banner” from the band 
loft. A change of the arm movements and 
waving of the hands brought out Dixie,“ 
and this nearly caused the convention to go 
insane again. 


“My Maryland ” a Soother. 

“Yankee Doodle didn’t seem to be in 
Martin's code, so he grabbed a megaphone 
and shouted an order for it into the left. 
Then, as a soother, ‘ Maryland, My Mary- 
land,” was played. and Mr. Williams decided 
that the convention was ready to resume 
business. He had shown.signs of physical 
weakness all the day and this seemed to be 
growing on him. Frequently he held his 
His voice 
was entirely inadequate for the hal] and Mar- 
tin had been constantly at his side to aid him 
in carrying out the order. 


Then More Ear Splitting. 


With the aid of Martin and the megaphone 
the report of the credential committee was 
called for. Bryan immediately arose from 
his seat to go to the platform. Martin went 
domn to meet him and the two, both smiling 
broadly, made their way through the crowd 
towards the steps. 3 

As they did so the wild Bryan enthusiasts 
started the thing all over again and the 
racket was ear splitting as Mr. Bryan 
stepped on the speaker's stand, from which 
he was to submit the minority report of the 
committee on crederitials in favor of the 
Harrison-Hearst delegates. 


Report on Credentials. 
As soon as order could be ‘restored again 
J. M. Head, chairman of the credentials com- 
mittee, came forward with the report of the 
majority, which was an indorsement of the

Reedy for Illinois Contest. 

Everything was in readiness for the In- 
nois contest to take the center of the stage 
and for Mr. Bryan to appear as chief actor. 
He had arisen from his seat and was stand- 
ing by the side of Chairman Williams, peer- 
ing anxiously into the megaphone with which 
the chairman; was endeavoring to get the 
matter before the convention in proper par- 
UHamentary shape. 

At this oppdrtune moment, för the climax 
of the whole afternoon’s proceedings, the 
District of Columbia butted in with a case 
which the expectant galleries, looking for 
fire works, deeided was aggravating beyond 
words. No one but the district seemed to 
care whether it had any delegates or not, 
but the convention decided to be fair and 
give it a hearing if Illinois were to have 
one. They made/short work of it, however, 
and sustained the committee. It was a mild 
skirmish, but the committeemen had won 
first blood. . 


Bryan’s Minority Report. 

Now it was Mr. Bryan’s turn and he came 
forward with a bulky roll of manuscript in 
his hands. 

This was a signal for the Bryan galleries 
to start in all over with their outcry, but 
Bryan himself did his best to stop them. He 
stood before the convention, waving his 
hands towards all parts of the hall, and 
shaking his head as a signal he would prefer 
a season of quiet. 

As soon as he had secured it he began to 
read the formal document containing the 
minority report, a document based largely 
on the briefs of Maj. Tolman and others in 


‘| support of the contestants before the com- 


mittee. This was as follows: 

Illinois has a state central committee with one 
John P. Hopkins at its head. Finding itself in a 
minority in the state convention said committee 
deliberately planned to override the democratic 
vote of the stAte and secure by fraud and intimi- 
dation a majority of the delegates to the national 
convention. To this end they brought contests in 
a number of districts outside of those controlled 
by the said committee and placedtheir own men 
upon the temporary roll call of the convention. 
Then they had a credentials committee made up 
and as far as possible had the district members 
of the credentials committee taken from the con- 
testants whom they had seated. This credential 
committee without intention to go into the merits 
of the contest seated the Hopkins delegates in 
every instance. 

The minority of the committee on credentials 
presented a fport, but Mr. Quinn, the chairman 
of the convention, declared that the minority re- 
port was only advisory and would be filed for 
record. He then put the vote upon the majority 
report and declared it carried and refused a roll 
call, although it was then and there demanded. 

In the hearing before the credentials committee 
of this democratic national convention but a tim- 
ite? amount of time was allowed for the consider- 
ation of this contest, so short a time that it was 
impossible to present the evidence to the commit- 
tee, the time being consumed in the arguments 
made by the attorneys for the contestants and con- 
testees, but the evidence as a matter of record was 
presented before the subcommittee of the national 
committee on Monday, July 4. 


Hundreds of Affidavits. 


The report said that the contestants sup- 
ported their case by hundreds of affidavits 
and hundreds of pages of documentary évi- 
dence, but that the contestees offered no 
affidavits and no documentary evidence ex- 
cept the report of the convention officers, 
and no evidence at all but their own unsup- 
ported oral statements. 
The minority report then went into a de- 
talled analysis of all the testimony offered 
on behalf of the contestees, «specially as con- 
cerned primary elections in the Second, Third, 
and Ninth congressional districts. 

Mr. Bryan also entered into a summary 
of testimony concerning primaries in the 
Sixth, Tenth, Eleventh, and Twelfth con- 
gressional districts, pointing out as he af- 
firmed the unjust treatmem to which the 
majorities had been subjected. 


Calle It Outrageous. 

“Under all the circumstances,” he said, 
“the minority believe that it is imperatively 
necessary that this convention shall repu- 
diate the outrageous action of the convention 
of Illinois.“ 

The report, after further review of the tes- 
timony, recommended that the contestees be 
seated from the Second, Third, Ninth, 
Twelfth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Twenty-third, 
and Twenty-fifth congressional districts, 
joining with the majority in seating the dele- 
gates from the Twenty-first district. 

To do otherwise,“ concluded the report, 
“ts to digregard the principles of the demo- 
cratic party.“ 

S opped by Frequent Applause.

Bryan Starts Real Show. 


Rose subsided at once and the way was 
clear for Mr. Bryan. He stepped forward 
and poured out a glass of water. The in- 
evitable outbreak came again as he drank 
it, the crowd realizing that the real show 
was on. 

And it was. The speaker's first sentence 
brought forth a quick, snappy shout of ap- 
proval. His second repeated it. Democrats 
who had seen him stampede a democratic 
convention eight years before looked at each 
other, asking: 

Is he going to do it again?“ 


Writhing of the Parkerites. 


With arms waving and sentences coming 
quick and fast Bryan waded into his speech 
and shot all the ammunition in his arsenal 
right down into the Illinois ranks. They 
sat there and took it, perforce. Behind him 
on the platform Chairman Head of the cre- 
dential committee waxed wroth, and before 
him Hopkins, Cable, etc., waxed wroth. New 
York, Pennsylvania, and other rock bound 
Parker states sat sullenly under his de- 
nunciation and invective. 

But up in the galleries the spectators grew 
wildly and frantically happy. 


Time Honored Invective. 


Bryan lost one cuff as he proceeded, his 
arme thrashing the air. He brabbed at the 
other en route and saved it from a s#milar 
fate. Strong words came rapidly from his 
mouth. The time honored and conventionai 
terms used in vratorical reproach flowed out 
freely. Robbers,” Crime.“ “ Trample, ’ 
„Fraud.“ Shame, “ Bred in iniquity ’’— 
these and others shot down into the Illinois 
delegation and hit there. 

It was a great feast for thecrowds. They 
yelled, laughed, whooped and threw up their 
hats. They seemed to have a personal 
grudge against John P. Hopkins and his peo- 
ple, who were the target of this oratorical 
battery. 

„ Shoot it into him,“ they yelled. 

“Hit him again.” 

“Hurrah for Bryan.” 

“Throw em out.“ 

At times the galleries were talking as much 
es Bryan. He was putting the argument to 
the delegates partly on democratic and part- 
ly on personal grounds. He described Hop- 
kins and Cable as men who had voted and 
worked for the gold democratic ticket. 


Like the Bryan of Old. 


His voice was as strong and powerful as of 
old. He was the first speaker before the 
convention who had reached all nooks and 
corners of the hall. These sentences which 
hit Hopkins and ‘his people went on until 
they hit the furthermost bricks and iron 
beams in the corners of the Coliseum, and 
then they came bounding back to hit the 
other side. 

The delight of the crowd knew no bounds. * 
The delegates themselves were sitting quiet- 
ly under the spellbinding effect of the ora- 


The delegates form less than a tenth part of 
the packed house and their voices were not 
needed in the din. 


“The Bryan Speech That Failed.” 

It was Mr. Bryan's great effort of the 
convention—or part of it, as he had more 
to say in reply to the defenders of the Hop- 
kins delegates and the credentials committee. 
Here is the speech that falled: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of this 
convention: I came to this convention in the 
hope that we would be able to agree on 
platform, on candidates, and have nothing 
to stir the feelings or rouse contention. [Ap- 
plause. ] 

still hope that we shall be able to agree 
upon a platform that will represent the 
sentiments of all of us, so that we can pre- 
sent it to the country as the platform of a 
united party. [Prolonged applause.] 

J will go further than that. I still hope 
that we shall be able to present to the coun- 
try a ticket behind which can stand a united 
party. [Loud cheers and applause.) 

And I regret that I am compelled to come 
in at this time and present a subject upon 
which your votes will be asked. But if there 
is one democratic principle more funda- 
mental than another it is the right of a ma- 
jority to rule. [Applause.] If you destroy 
the binding force of that principle there is 
nothing that can hold a party together. 

And, my friends, it is because I want the 
democratic party to stand on that Jeffer- 
sonian principle of majority rule that I 
come here and present the minority report in 
this case. [Loud applause:] 


Calls It Train Robbery Rule. 


In the state of Illinois the majority was not 
allowed to rule. That convention was dom! 
nated by a clique of men who deliberately, 
purposely, boldly trampled upon the rights 
of the people of Illinois. 

„My friends, the evidence shows that no 
band of train robbers ever planned a rob- 


less conscience than they did. [Applause] 
And these men who planned it and who car- 
ried it out have the audacity, the impudence, 
and the insolence to say that because they 
certify that what they did was regular you 
cannot go behind their certificate. 

“If that is good law in a democratic con- 
vention it ought to be good doctrine in a 
court, and if it is good doctrine in a court 
then the only thing that train robbers have to 
do in the future is to make a report of their 
transactions over their own signatures— 
{great laughter and applause that 
after they have committed their crime all 
that train robbers will have to do is to certify 
over their own signatures that it was a vol- 
untary collection taken up for religious pur- 
poses and deny you the right to go behind 
the returns. [Laughter and applause.) 

“They tell you that the law of the party 
in Illinois permits the state committee to 
present the chairman, and they deny the 
right of the convention to override the wishes 
of the committee. Such a doctrine would be 
undemocratic if true, for such a doctrine 
would permit a past committee to fasten 
itself upon a new convention and dominate” 
a new set of delegates. [Applause.] 


Hopkins in 1902 and 1904. 


But. my friends, that is not all. For 
John P. Hopkins, two years ago, the same 
chairman of the same committee, presented 
the recommendation of the committee and 
asked a vote upon it, and submitted it to the 
convention. Two years ago he recognized

ing the gavel, began his rule of tyranny, 
despotism, and unfairness. [Great applause.] 


Minority Is Ignored. 

Then they had their committee of the 
state committee putting on the roll the dele- 
gates whom they wanted, but when the cre- 
dentials committee brought in a minority re- 
port they refused to consider it and refused to 
allow a report upon it. 

“And yet, in spite of the fact that that 
convention was not allowed to act upon its 
own credentials; was not allowed to decide 
the merits of its own delegates, yet, with all 
they seated they did not seat enough, for 
more than half of the men actually seated 
by the Hopkins committee have signed peti- 
tions asking that they be sent back home 
and that democrats who represent the peo- 
ple of that state be substituted for them in 
this convention. [Cheers.]

“They are estopped from asking why a 
minority. report was not filed. They made 
no attempt, they declared no purpose to 
substitute delegates for the various districts, 
and. my friends, we admit in the report 
that if they had openly intended to substi- 
tute other men for the men selected by the 
district they might have done so, but to do 
so would have to be the act of the conven- 
tion. 

„The convention never attempted it. The 
convention was not asked to do it, and the 
evidence shows that the resolution that its 
a part of the record and upen which they 
relied: was never introduced; was never 
passed, but is a fraud pure and simple pre- 
sented here to this convention today. [Loud 
applause. ] ‘ 

„Now, my friends, what is the duty of this 
democratic convention? The democrats of 
Tiinois are not like the democrats of the 
south. Down south the democrats have all 
the local offices and they can reward their 
men for their loyalty to the party. | 

„Up in Illinois there is a strong repub- 
lican majority, and the democrats in Illinois 
are, in many parts of the state, struggling 
against overwhelming odds; but they are 
actuated by love of principles, not by hope 
of office. But what will you tell those men? 
Will you declare that the action of that 
convention is right? Will you support the 


| methods employed? If they had a major- 


ity of the convention why did they not per- 
mit a roll call? Why would they deny it 


go wrong as a rule unless they think it is 
necessary to carry out some object, and the 
only way that gou can decide that these 
men did wrong untiecessarily is to decide 
that they were so perverted in conscience 
that they did wrong from choice rather than 
necessity. [Appleuse.] 


Blow to Democratic Hopes. 


“Their whole conduct shows that their 
purpose was conceived in sin, born in in- 
iquity, and carried out to the destruction 
of democratic hopes in that state. 

‘Give the democrats of Illinois something 
to hope for. Do not tell them that when 
they go to a democratic convention they 
must go armed as to war, prepared to fight 
their way up to the chairman of the conven- 
tion. Let the republican party stand as a 
representative of physical force if it will. 
Our party stands for government by the 
consent of the governed. 

“ What could they do? They could either 
resort to force and risk the killing that 
would result, or, you say, they could bolt. 
Yes, three-fourths of the convention could 
have gotten up and walked out and left one- 
fourth in charge as the regular convention. 

“They hoped for a roll call. They knew 
that whenever they could get a roll call 
they could assert their rights. They only 
had this one roll call, and when the conven- 
tion was over these men had to submit to 
the disfranchisement of the democratic ma- 
jority of Illinois or they had to bring their 
protests to this convention, and so this peti- 
tion was signed, and these men— Flask 
this convention to seat the men who have 
the right to seats from the districts, as 


shown by a majority of the votes. 


Democrats, Not Men. 


„They don't ask you to seat any one man. 
They don’t ask you to seat any set of men. 
They don't ask you to seat Hearst men, Par- 
ker men, oranybody’smen. They ask you to 
seat the choice of the democrats, no matter 
for whom they are here, 

“That convention was so openly, so noto- 
riously a gag rule and gang run convention 
| that two of the men who had been out and 

had made a canvass in the state for gov- 
ernor refused to be candidates before that 
convention; and I honor Judge Prentiss of 
Chicago and Mayor Crolius of Joliet—[ap- 
plause]—I honor these men who refused to 
go out as candidates of that convention, and 
if Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Cable had any re- 
spects for the rights of a majority to rule 
they would be ashamed to be here, the repre- 
sentatives of a minority. [Applause.] 

„But, my friends, if they have not learned 
to be ashamed to misrepresent a great state 
you ought to teach them that they cannot do 
it with the approval of the democratic party 
of the United States. [Applause] 


Up to the Convention. * 


„Now. their sin rests upon these men. You 
do not bear it. But when you, if you do, de- 
cide to seat these men, these delegates from 
the districts, against the evidence presented 
in regard to the contestants from the dis- 
tricts and these two national delegates, in 
spite of the protests of 871 members—if you 
do that, then you take from the shoulders of 
Hopkins and Quinn and Cable the odium 
that they do bear and put it upon the demo- 
cratic party of the natiom and indorse that 
attempt. [Applause.] 

“You have not this condition in other 
states today, but let this convention indorse 
this conduct, and the next national conven- 
tion will see more than one state here as the 
result of gavel rule. And it is because this 
question transcends the interests of any state 
or any candidate or any faction that I am 
here to present the minority report, and to 
ask you to do to the democrats of Illinois 
that justice that this gang denied them, de- 
libérately and insolently.“ [Cheers and con- 
tinued applause.) 


Menzies of Indiana Replies. 


He finished in a swirl of yells and as the 
crowd subsided a large, plump man was seen 
standing in his place. This proved to be G. 
B. Menzies, the champion selected to defend 
the committee and to state the Hopkins side 
o the argument. The Indiana member of 
the credential committee met with opposi- 
tion at the first. The crowd, not being con- 
tent with applauding Bryan, set itself hearti- 
ly to work to howl down his opponents. 

Mr. Menzies was bitter at the outset. When 
he criticised Mr. Bryan for his interference 
in Illinois affairs there were hoots, hisses, 
and applause intermingled. 

Mr. Menzies wag apparently nettled by the 
interruptions and disorder, which were 
marked in contrast to the close attention 
that had been given Mr. Bryan. 

He shouted out that he would be heard and 
the audience would have to remain all the 
longer in thie sweat box if it persisted 
in disorder, 


Jeered by the Galleries, 


Every time Menzies stopped to take breath 
he found it impossible to proceed because of 
the noise. Take your seat, the galleries 
shouted. They hissed and hooted. Williams 
threatened to use the police on them and in- 
dividuals began to make rapid exits in the 
hands of sergeants and policemen. 

At one quiet moment a man from the top 
gallery shouted down: 7 

Move your portico so that I can hear.” 


What Menzies Said. 


This nearly collapsed the plump Mr. Men- 
zies himself. He concluded amid mingled 
applause and cries of protest. He had spoken 
just a quarter of an hour. He said: 

It would be vain, indeed, on my part to attempt 
to cope with the oratory of the gentleman from 
Nebraska, but in the facts in this case I think I 
have a peculiar advantage over him. I heard the 
facts last night as a member of the committee on 
credentials. He was conspicuous by his absence. 

The delegates now seated from the state of 
Illinois came into this convention with credentials 
duly authorized by the constituted authorities of 
the party in the state of Illinois. (Hisses, mingled 
with cries from other delegates: ‘‘ Thatis true.) 

After the certificates of the sitting delegation 
from Illinois were filed with the national commit- 
tee contests were filed. The contests were re- 
ferred to a subcommittee of the national com- 
mittee, who gave them a long and a patient hear- 
ing. After being passed upon by the subcommit- 
tee, its action was indorsed by the full commit- 
tee, and the case was passed to the final court of 
appeals of the democratic party—to this conven- 
‘tion, which sent it to its committee on credentials. 


Heart ef the Matter. 


Now, jet us get right down to the heart of this 
contention, the pith of the controversy, and it is 
primarily whether the action of the constituted 
authorities of the democratic party of the state of 
Illinois is to be trampled upon by bare assertions 
of fraud, unsupported by evidence, and whether the 
regular action of the duly chosen and elected con- 
vention of the party, acting under the forms of law 
established by the party, is to be ignored for mat- 
ters of pique, chagrin, and disappointment. 

That same convention that elected Mr. Hopkins 
and Mr. Cable delegates at large, whose seats are 
challenged here, nominated a state ticket without a 
protest as to its regularity or its right to do so. 
That same convention chose presidential electors 
which the contestants here recognize as the valid, 
bona fide electoral ticket of the state of Illinois.

Quinn Thoroughly Angry. 

Frank J. Quinn of Peoria, chairman of the 
Illinois state democratic convention, the 
methods of which were under fire, mounted 
the platform, with Roger Sullivan stanuing 
on the steps directly at his feet. Both were 
thoroughly mad. | 

Quinn was in a worse state of mind in about 
ten seconds after he had opened his mouth. 

“Who is it?“ came from all sides of the 
hall. The. spectators did not know whom 
they were called on to roast. When they 
discovered that they had the chairman of 
the Illinois convention at their mercy they 
went at him with a will. 


Disorder Grows in Volume. 

The sudden exits at the hands of the police 
grew more numerous and delegates arose 
from the floor to ask that order be preserved. 
Chairman Williams. the only man to break 
the rule against smoking in the hall, lighted 
a fresh cigar and took a fresh grip on his 
gavel. 

He nearly splintered the desk in his efforts 
to preserve order and Quinn yelled himself 
hoarse...

Quinn’s Interrupted Speech. 
His speech and the vicissitudes tha. befell 
it are as follows: 


Gentlemen of the Convention: I want to say to 
you that I am and always have been a democrat 
who believes that the majority of the democratic 
party should rule. 
I do not reserve the right to bolt until after the 
democratic convention. I am so good a democrat 
that I never call a man a train robber and a thief 
unless I know the facts to be so. {[Applause. ] 

I am so good a democrat that in 1896, standing 
upon the platform of the democratic national con- 
vention, I stumped the state of Illinois and hurled 
the lie into the teeth of democrats and republicans 
who charged that William J. Bryan was a re pu- 
dlator. 

In 1896 I ran for the office of recorder of my 
county and was defeated, but I never assumed the 
right, by reason of that defeat, to nominate harbor 
masters, coroners, and mix up in democratic petty 
quarrels all over the state. 

Gentlemen of the convention, for nine long hours 
the national subcommittee heard contests. W. J. 
Bryan was there three-quarters of an hoyr. He 
Was not present when this vote was heard before 
the committee on contests, and he read to you a 
brief and argument of Mr. Tolman of Chicago, who 
is here contesting us as attorney for the contest- 


ants. 
Storm of Hisses for Cuinn. 


I want to say more to you. This fs a contest for 
the purpose of advancing the personal spleen of 
Willard Fillmore Dunlap of Illinois, who sits here 
upon the stage prompting Mr. Bryan. {Storm of 
isses.] 

What do you think of a man who says in order 
to be fair we will give each side fifteen minutes to 
argue this case, when he has already taken up an 
hour and a half in argument. I want to say to you 
that if Mr. Bryan wants to be fair, let him answer 
this question to you: Mr. Bryan, when, where, and 
from what source came any objection to the selec- 
tion of Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Cable? His answer 
will be the gavel rule. No protest will be heard. 

We held our convention on the 14th day of June 
last. No notice of contest was ever served upon 
any of the men whose seats are now attacked until 
last Saturday. We came here without a bit of 
proof except what we could gather up, and came 
not prepared for a contest, not knowing any was 
contemplated, or that any right to make a contest 
existed. 

I will tell you about gavel rule. You want to 
hear about gavel rule? I will tell you. 


Quinn Angers the Delegates. 

Mr. Quinn was here forced to cease speak- 
ing on account of the cries of dissent which 
arose from all parts of the hall. Several 
of the disturbers were put out by the police 
and it was some minutes before order was 

ored. Chairman liiams, having suc- 
in obtaining order, Mr. Quinn con- 
tinued: 

Gentlemen, they want to know about gavel rule.

We put in our time, 
we organize the counties, and I want to say to you 
that the gentleman whose seats are here contested.

Speech He Intended to Make. 

Here is the speech the Missouri orator in- 
tended to make: 

“In his haste, King David said that all 
men are Hars. Had he been in Chicago 
while Senator Henry Cabot was 
reading the republican platform he would, 
no doubt, have pronounced the same opinion 
more leisurely, for surely there never was 
more mendacity packed into the same space 
in any document purporting to be a grave 
state paper. . 

Shakspeare says: 

Thrice is he armed that hath his quarrel just, 
And he but naked, though locked up In steel, 
Whose conscience with Injustice ts corrupted. 
In the impending conflict our quarrel ts 

just and we are in the right beyond all cavil. 

To state it in a general way. our conten- 
tion is that the government shall be restored 
to the democratic-republican basis on which 
the fathers of the republic intended it to 
rest and shall be made once more a govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, and for 
the people, instead of a government of the 
classes, by the classes, and for the classes. 

“To state it with more particularity, we 
insist that exorbitant taxation shall be re- 
duced to just and reasonable rates; that ex- 
travagance in appropriations shall cease; 
that economy shall prevail in all the trans- 
actions of the government; that all the de- 
partments shall be thoroughly investigated 
from top to bottom by congressional com- 
mittees; that all evildoers, of whatever de- 
gree, shall be driven from the public service 
and properly punished; that the trusts shall 
be proceeded against by indictment as are 
common and smaller criminals; that the 
constitution accompanies the American flag 
into our new possessions. 


“Tale Told by an Idiot.” 


“The proposition that we must support 
President Roosevelt’s Philippine policy—if 
he has any—right or wrong, is the veriest 
rot—a tale told by an idiot. I am willing 
to go as far as any one in patriotism; I will 
support my country in any emergency; but 
President Roosevelt is not the country. 

“The time has not yet arrived—I pray 
almighty God that it will never arrive— 
when the American people will accept the 
arrogant dictum of Louis XIV. if repeated 
by an American president, I am the state.’ 

“If President Roosevelt is at all worthy 
of his high position he must entertain a 
supreme contempt for those political supple- 
jacks, particularly for those claiming to be 
democrats, who go about with sanctimonious 
moan, saying: The president is wrong in 
his Philippine policy, but we must support 
the president.’ Out upon all such cringing 
idiocy. 

Support the president's policy, eh? Will 
some gentleman please tell us what that 
policy is? Has he any? If so, why doesn't 
he say so? 

“The truth is he has none. He is an op- 
portunist waiting for something to turn up. 
He is letting things drift and they are drift- 
ing to the deuce. Meantime our soldiers 


ate being killed and are dying of disease in 


shoals. For what purpose? 


Defiance to the Jingoes. 


“ Will anybody undertake to say? I defy 

any jingo to stand up and declare with a 
straight face what the president's policy or 
the republican policy is. No one will say: 
no one can say; but some say—more’s the 
pity and shame—‘the president is wrong, 
but we must support the president.’ 
To this complexion has it come at last 
by reason of the newfangled jingoism, that 
we must shut up our thinkers, close our 
mouths, and chioroform our consciences in 
order to be considered patriots. 

No man ever found himself in worse 
political company than does President Roose- 
velt in this year of grace. He is in the 
hands of the republican philistines and they 
will bind him with their withes. In every 
state in the unton it is a felony to get prop- 
erty of any sort—or to attempt to get it—by 
false pretenses. 

“If the same rule applied to the getting 
of offices or to attempts to get them the 
whole republican party c6u!ld be sent to the 
penitentiary. 


Republican False Pretenses. 

Mr. Clark then entered upon a discussion 
of what he termed the false pretenses of the 
republican platform. He denied the repub- 
lican pretense that the democrats favor 
free trade. He asserted that the democrats 
favored reductions in the existing tariff 
rates, but not free trade. He continued: 

The true democratic position on the tariff is this: 
Recognizing the fact that a large portion of our 
revenue has always been raised from customs 
duties or taxes, democrats divide all imports into 
three clas necessaries, comforts, and luxuries 
—and contend that the tariff taxes should be high- 
est on luxuries, lower on comforts, and lowest or 
none at all on the necessaries. They furthermore 
say that taxes should be uniform on all articies 
belonging to one class. 

That is the democratic party’s position, from 
which it will not be driven or coaxed or bullied. 
No amount of misrepresentation will cause them 
to budge from that position. 


Greed and the Merchant Marine. 
Chairman Clark next took up the subject 
of the American merchant marine, declaring 
that insatlat ed and criminal malad- 


- Cassatt, and Cameron, taken in connection with 


ministration " had driven the starry ban- 
ner of the republic from the high seas.“ 
He continued: 

In 1860 we had the second largest merchant 
marine in the world-—our salis whitened every 
harbor and our flag floated in every breeze under 
the heavens. 

How sadly all this has changed after thirty- 
five years of republican misrule. Last year of 
all the merchantmen that went through the Suez 
canal not a single vessel, great or small, except 
battleships, bore the American flag at its mast- 
head, and our flag is seen in foreign waters only 
when flying over a man of war. 

Why have things come to this shameful, this 
pitiful complexion in a country that has the finest 
material for ships and sailors in the world? Be- 
cause our exorbitant tariff system has made it 
impossible for an American to bulld a ship in 
competition with the British shipbuiiders on the 
river Clyde. 

Yet the republican gang has the infinite gall 
to prate about its patriotism. 


Attacks Philander C. Knox. 


The chairman then devoted his atten- 
tion to former Attorney General Philan- 
der C. Knox. He declared that Mr. Knox 
had been made attorney general through the 
influence of the trusts and was afterwards 
transferred to the United States senate as a 
reward for his protection of the trusts. On 
this subject he said, in part: 

People will open their eyes in astonishment and 
begin to inquire as to the why and wherefore of his 
appointment when they, learn that the transfer 
of Mr. Knox from the attorney generalship to 
the senate was procured by the earnest and fuc- 
cessful efforts of Mr. Frick, Mr. Cassatt, and 
Mr. Doneld Cameron to induce United States 
Senator s¢ Penrose, the new republican boss 
of Pennsy! to permit Mr. Knox to be sen- 
ator—for v. Pennypacker, who nominally made 
the appointment, does not appear to have been 
considered at all in the premises. 

The amazement of the people will grow like 
Jonah's gourd vine when they learn that Mr. 
Frick is the heaviest stockholder in the steel 
trust; that Mr. Cassatt Is president of the Penn- 
syivania railroad company, which is one of the 
defendants in the coal trust suit now pending, and 
that Mr. Cameron represented the Standard Oll 
trust and Wall street interests in persuading Boss 
Penrose to let Mr. Knox go to thesenate. 

Here we have the strange spectacle—the mysti- 
fying anomaly—of three of the chief trust mag- 
nates in the land securing the appointment to the 
senate of Attorney General Philander C. Knox, 
who has been exploited far and wide as the 
greatest trust buster on terra firma. 

Folks who still dare.to think will be forced to 
one of two conclusions: First, either that Mr. 
Knox is the only lawyer in America capable of 
conducting a sult against a trust—which is ab- 
solutely preposterous—or that the Knox anti- 
trust crusade has been a bunko game from the 
beginning. 

Roosevelt and Wall Street. 

Chairman Clark then paid his r 
President Roosevelt and Wall * 

Here is another straw: It has been tol¢ in Gath 
and proclaimed on the streets of Askalon by the 
Roosevelt shouters for, lo! these many months 
that the trust magnates, especially those whose 
habitat lair is Wall street, are bitterly opposed 
to the president. 

A change appears to have come o’er the spirit 
of their dream, if Francis B. Loomis, assistant 
secretary of state, can be believed. That illus- 
trious public functionary recently ‘‘ swung around 
the cirele in New York and elsewhere to sur- 
vey the situation.“ Upon his return to Washing- 
ton he delivered himself of an interview, in which 
inter alla he says: 

“While in New York I spent two days in Wall 
street, chatting with many representatives of the 
financial interests, and I find that there is no 
longer any disposition to make a fight. And, in 
accepting the situation, the feeling toward Mr. 
Roosevelt seems to have undergone @ change, and 
I heard many friendly comments. I confess I was 
surprised at the extent of this change.“ 

Plain People Bewildered. 

Concluding his address, Chairman Clark 
said: 

Has the president changed his views, or have 
the trust magnates changed theirs? 

Plain people cannot be blamed for being be- 
wildered by all thie kaleidoscopic performance. 

They cannot be censured because by an old 
process they figure it out that two and two make 
four, and that the transfer of Mr. Knox from 
cabinet to senate at the behest of Messrs. Frick,

The Alabama delegation held a . meeting 
this morning, and took formal action in op- 
position to his candidacy. The members were 
so much interested that they formed them- 
selves. into committees for the purpose of 
canvassing among the delegates of other 
states to defeat the Turner movement. Their 
grounds of opposition are that immediately 
after the civil war he was a carpetbagger 
in their state. He held the office of United 
States marshal under President Grant. Res- 
olutions were adopted as follows: 

Whereas, It is currently reported by the lena) 
press that the Alabama delegation is favorable to 
the candidacy of George Turner of Washington 
for vice president, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Alabama 
delegation that it would be unwise to nominate 
| George Turner for vice president, and that a copy 
of this resolution be furnished to the press, 

A number of the Alabama delegates: said 
tonight they had met with success among the 
delegates of practically all of the southern 
states. They predicted that if Turner’s name 
should be presented to the convention he 
would not get a vote in the south. 


Hill Indicates Turner Is Out. 

Mr. Hill said too much objection had been 
raised to Mr. Turner, and for that reason 
he thought his chances had gone by the 
board. He said: 

„Mr. Turner had his tryout, and has not 
shown the strength that was expected by 
his friends.“ | 

With reference to other candidates, all 
the New York leader would say was that 
he had heard favorable mention of Mr. Kern 
and of Gov. Dockery. To a number of in- 
quirers Mr. Hill made the statement that 
the vice presidential question would be dis- 
posed of quickly after the candidate for 
president had been nominated. 

There was some talk in the afternoon that 
Illinois might furnish the man. Numerous 
inquiries were made about Congressman 
Williams. John P. Hopkins informed all 
the inquirers that Illinois had no candidate. 
An Qhio delegate wanted to know what had 
become of Adlai E. Stevenson. The answer 
was that the former vice president is prac- 
ticing law in Bloomington. Then the 
friendliness between Williams and Dockery 
developed that Illinois was now favorable 
to Dockery, provided that candidate proved 
strong. 


Beckham Avowed Aspirant. 


There is at least one avowed aspirant in 
the field. Gov. J. C. W. Beckham of Ken- 
tucky has been brought out by the delegat!on 
of that state. His Friends had a lot of 
badges printed which they are pinning on 
the lapels of delegates. Following the name 
are these words:

The family that 
can pay nothing will receive ice without 
cost; the family which refuses alms, but 
which would purchase ice at a nominal 
price, may have ice and its own self-respect.

Ice is a necessity in the kitchen. Within 
a dozen years it has taken a new place in 
the sickroom. In reducing mortality among 
infants in the congested portions of the city 
it has a high economic value. 7 

In the kitchen many of the articles of food 
that must be kept for consumption already 
have been preserved for abnormal periods 
in cold storage. Meats, and eggs, and but- 
ter brought into the house without ice to 
preserve them deteriorate’ rapidly. Fre- 
quently the condition is such that 10 cents’ 
worth of ice may save a dollar’s worth of 


food. | 


In the sickroom, in case of high tempera- 
tires of the body, ice may become more than 
medicine. In inflammatory conditions of 
e mucous membranes it is used almost qs 
aspecific. In brain affegtions its use is well 
recognised. 
But nowhere else perhaps, does ice exert 
the influence that comes to it in the preser- 
vation of the milk fed to infants.  Steriliz- 
ing processes have done much for baby 
foods, but the family bringing up a baby on 
the bottle and having no ice because of its 
poverty might well exclaim with Hood, 
“ Alas for the rarity of human charity!” 
It is to anticipate this cry that THe TrrB- 
Unn’s Free Ice Fund is forming for another 
summer of ice distribution. The Northwest- 
ern university settlement, through Supt. 


_. Robins, expresses high opinion of the work 


as a life saving mission. The distribution 
has the approbation of those who are against 
pauperizing influences in charity work.

RELEASE OF OVERWORKED HUSBANDS. 

It is well nigh impossible to find a man 
who will diseuss the subject of modern 
woman fearlessly and to,the last extremes 
of logic. He may set out bravely to do so, 
but gradually his courage fails him and he 
soon takes refuge behind apology and com- 
Piment. Mr. G. S. Street, in the Fort- 
nightly, after making formal disavowal of 
any lack of gallantry toward the fair sex, 
proceeds to discuss the subject of married 
women as idle economic energy. 

Of recent years women have secured un- 
fair advantages in life, due to two ¢auses, 
their increasing economic independence and 
the abolition of the domestic work which in 
other years was the economic sanction of 
woman in the marriage relation. As a result 
woman is becoming à creature of inde- 
pendence and leisure—independence before 
marriage and leisure afterwards. 

The prineipal charge is that the husband 
is overworked and the wife has most of her 
‘time’ free for pleasure or self-improvement. 
Nature gave the man as good a right to the 
enjoyments of life as it gave the woman, but 
the present industrial arrang@ments have 
discriminated in favor of the latter. Mr. 
Street considers this unfair, or rather the 
imaginary men whom Mr. Street hides be- 
hind think this arrangement unfair. 

As to the remedy, the suggestion is made 
that husbands stop working ten or twelve 
hours a day and allow the wives to work 
more than one hour a day, the time most 
women devete to housework, according to 
Mr. Street, At the same time he deplores 
the present conditions, which usually require 
women to oterwork when they engage in 
competition with men. He asks if human 
intelligence is not equal to the problem of 
providing work suited to the strength of 
the Average woman. We inquires if the 
government cannot adopt some plan of regu- 
lating woman labor just as it has forbidden 
the young of each sex to be overworked. Mr. 
Street asks these questions but does. not 
answer them. 

The argument is a bit vague, but at the 
sam time is mildly revalutionary. Mr. 


Street should hare drawn some conclusions. 
What does the discussion méan? It m

time is eoming when ean say to his 
wife without fearof interference on the part 
of the neighbors: “Come! It’s time to go 
to work. No more loafing. “Your grand:

make it necessary for me to call a police- 
man to enforce the law against vagrancy.” 


TIME AND THE SIEGE. 

On May 9 Gen. Kuroki, with 60,000 men, 
was at Fengwangcheng, Gen, Oku, with as 
many more, was on the Liaotung peninsula, 
forty miles north of Port Arthur, cutting off 
that place from communication with the out- 
side world. A third army of probably 50,000 
men was centered at Takushan. The Rus- 
sians, numbering perhaps 125,000, were 
massed on the railroad at Liaoyang and 
Mukden. 

What has happened in the two months 
since May 9? Kuroki has advanced hardly 
fifty miles. The Takushan army has made 
an equal distance. Oku has split his army in 
two, one part pushing south to within eight 
miles of Port Arthur, the other part going 
the other way to a point ninety miles north 
of the town. Kouropatkin's lines remain 
where they were, his center of gravity hav- 
ing settled a little toward the south. 

In the meantime the rainy season has set 
in and wil last for several weeks. During 
this period the movements of troops, and es- 
pecially of artillery will be most difficult. 

Like the king of France, who marched his 
40,000 men up the hill and marched them 
down again, Kuroki has moved his forces 
back and forth with the utmost seeming aim- 
lessness. He has taken and evacuated 
Saimatze half a dozen times. He has swung 
his famous flanking force in a great circle 
northward to reach in behind Mukden, and 
has then swung it back again. Such conduct 
has seemed strange on the part of the general 
who acted with such decision at the cross- 
ing of the Yalu, and who wasted so little 
time in marching through Corea. 

But Kuroki is not the only Japanese gen- 
eral who has seemed timid. The outposts 
of the Takushan army have skirmished to- 
ward Siuyen numberless times, only to fall 
back. They took Siuyen and evacuated it, 
then took it again, and pushed westward to- 
ward the Russians on the railroad. Then 
the westward advance was checked and 
turned into a retreat. 

Nodzu is supposed to command the Taku- 
shan army. He and Kuroki knew that once 
the rainy season began it would be almost 
impossible for them to cross with their 
artillery the difficult country before them 
and reach the Russian lines on the railroad. 
If they meant to strike Kouropatkin hard 
they must reach him before the rains began. 
‘And yet from May 8 until June 20 the two 
commanders dallied and tarried. In forty- 
seven days they had not gone forty miles. 

But while Nodzu and Kuroki were hardly 

budging, Oku, in command of the forces 
besieging Port Arthur, was most active. 
Three weeks after his landing he had 
pushed south fifteen miles and taken Kin- 
chou and Nanshan hill in a bloody battle, 
marked by brilliancy of conception and 
fierceness of execution. Nanshan opened 
the way to the outer works of Port Arthur 
and Dalny fell into Japanese hands without 
a struggle. Three weeks later Oku was 
sixty miles north of Nanshan hill fighting an- 
other battle with Stackelberg, who had been 
sent down by Kouropatkin to relieve Port 
Arthur. Stackelberg was terribly defeated, 
the Russian casualties amounting to 7,000 
or 8,000. 
There would seem!to be a great contrast 
in the generalship displayed by Nodzu and 
Kuroki on one side and by Oku on the other. 
The latter seems to have shown far more 
daring and successful strategy. Yet this is 
impossible. The larger strategy of the three 
generals is identical. All of them receive 
orders direct from the board of strategy in 
Tokio, of which Marshal Yamagata is head. 
The navalgommanders, too, are under direct 
control. of this board, The telegraph has 
centralized military authority; the wireless 
naval authority. It is less and less the cus- 
tom to send a general into the field with an 
army ahd a free hand. His movements must 
harmonize with the movements of armies 
in a distant part of the field of war. 

The same mind is responsible for the inert, 
vacillating movements of Gens. Kuroki and 
Nodzu and the decisive daring vigor of Gen. 
Oku. The I. and III. armies were ordered 
to delay and maneuver to make Kouropatkin 
apprehensive of an attack on his rear, but 
not to deliver such an attack unless neces- 
sary. The II. army was ordered at the 
same time to prosecute, as rapidly as pos- 
sible, the reduction of Port Arthur, to spend 
as. many lives as needed to get within shell- 
ing distance of the town, and to fight off 
viciously all attempts to relieve it. 

The coming on of the rainy season will 
cause the military situation to rest for 
some weeks more or less in status quo. This 
fact throws a light on the Japanese general 
plan. For two months Kuroki and Nodzu 
have remained substantially at rest. Their 
maneuvers, however, giving the impression 
of constant and intended movement, have 
-frightened. Kouropatkin into remaining in his 
lines on the defensive. So long as he does 
this Oku can work on Port Arthur uninter- 
ruptedly. 

It requires time to reduce a fortress. Oku 
has had two months. The rains Will give 
him a month or a monthand a half more. By 
the time the rains are over and the ground 
dries out the 40,000 soldiers and the 12,000 
sailors in Port Arthur will have made con- 
siderable inroads into their food and am- 
munition. In a siege time is on the side of 
the besieger. It now seems that the Japa- 
nese have been playing all this while for 
time. Kuroki and Nodzu merely by remain- 
ing at rest have lent a hand toward the fall 
of Port Arthur. 

If this has been the Japanese plan, Kuroki 
and Nodzu have carried out their part of it 
brilliantly. The world has been in perpetual 
expectation of Kuroki’s general advance, 
and“ the great battle near Haicheng.”

OUR SMALL SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 

American manufacturers who are com- 
plaining ahout the falling off in the demand 
for goods and the consequent dullness of 
trade should turn their attention to the 
markets of South America. Of the $350,- 
000,000 of imports into those markets but 10 
per cent is from the United States. While 
other countries have been enlarging their 
trade in that quarter this country has in- 
creased its imports but 5 per cent in thirty 
years, What is worse, a large number of 
American goods find their way into South 
America through British, German, and 
French commission houses, which are able 
to “ job American products at a good profit. 
This, is not creditable to American enter- 
prise. | 

Some of the reasons for the failure to 
make headway in South American trade are 
the long credits demanded, the political in- 
stability of many of the countries, the lack 
of American banking facilities in that part 
of the world, the absence of shipping facili- 
ties, the ignorance of the languages of the 
different peoples and of their wants. 

Most of these objections would be over- 
come. if American agents were sent into 
these countries to make a study of the situa- 
tion. The representatives of European 
houses make a special study of the articles of 
commerce used in the different South Amer- 
jean states, collecting samples, and sending 
them home for estimates as to cost of mant- 
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facture, and to learn if they ean be profita- 
bly made and marketed at a given price. 
They learn the language of their customers 
and transact business in the native tongue. 
This is an advantage in securing trade with 
a people not accustomed to deal with for- 
eigners. 

If foreign trade is to be developed to its 
full possibilities American producers must 
go after it with the same energy which they 
display in their efforts to market goods at 
home. The bulk of America’s foreign trade 
has been due to the fact that this country 
produces many things which other countries 
must have. It has come unsolicited. But if 
the volume of exports is to grow, an aggres- 
sive campaign by drummers must be under- 
taken. South Americd is the nearest and 
least developed market. There is no reason 
why trade with that country should not be 
doubled in a few years if a little“ hustling ” 
is done.

LIGHT IN ILLINOIS. | 
» (From Collier’s Weekly. 

Nothing will help the republicans more, as 
far as the influence of state or national poli- 
tics is concerned, than the nomination of 
Deneen in Illinois. The rise of the state’s 
attorney points the same lesson as the rise’ 
of Folk in Missouri. Deneen, like Folk, was 
supported by the machine for the minor 
office and bitterly opposed by it for the higher 
one, because the machine had an opportunity 
to learn in the meantime that it had got 
hold of an official which it was unable to 
control. This is the first time in twenty 
years that either party in Illinois has put 
forward for the governorship a mam in op- 
position to the machine. The result is sup- 
posed to have been influenced by the presi- 
dent, acting through the speaker of the na- 
tional house of representatives. If so, Mr. 
Roosevelt , Played the same kind of good 
politics that he played when he defied his 
enemies among the politicians by the se- 
tection of a personal friend for chairman of 
the national committee. Mr. Deneen’s rec- 
ord is so strong that his campaign will be 
likely to result in genuine enthusiasm. His 
probable victory will be not @ gain for 
the state of Illinois but a great advantage 
to his party in the general conflict. The 
active work done for him by the Municipal 
Voters’ league shows the opinion held of the 
state’s attorney by men peculiarly compe- 
tent to judge. The result, much as it helps 
the republicans at large, is also another tri- 
umph for the skillfully led body of men who 
are the most successful representatives of

about the head and shoulders with his 

cane on the streets of St. Petersburg, at- 
tacking the statesman from behind and tak- 
ing him altogether unawares, will spend the 
remainder of his days as an unwilling in- 
mate. For he has been consigned by order 
of the czar to the famous Solovetsk monas- 
tery, situated at about 150 miles distance be- 
yond the remote White sea port of Arch- 
angel. The winters there are arctic in the 
intensity of their terrible cold, while in sum- 
mer the heat is oppressive and the plagues of 
mosquitoes and other insects beyond all 
endurance. 

The monastery, which is one of the holiest 
places in Russia, having been founded in 
1429 by Saint Sabbatheus, has always been a 
favorite place of detention of people of high 
rank who had offended the czar. They were 
sent there on the ground that their mind was 
slightly unbalanced and that removal from 
the temptations, the excitement, and the in- 


solitude, meditation, and companionship of 
the holy men—that is to say: the monks of 
the establishment—were likely to restore 
them to reason. Prince Anthony of Bruns 
wick and his consort, Ann, regent of Russia, 
Simon Bekbulatovitch, the deposed czar of 
Kazan, and many other people of light and 
leading were imprisoned there. 


Even at the present moment there is among 
its inmates Prince Bartenieff, who, some ten 
or twelve years ago, murdered a lovely and 
popular young Polish actress at Warsaw 
in a fit of drunken jealousy. The young Hus- 
sar officer was sentenced by the court to 
penal servitude for life on the dreadful island 
of Saghalien. But the late Alexander III., 
from motives of consideration for the prince’s 
father, who was one of the most trusted and 
faithful of the veteran members of the im- 
perial household, commuted the sentence of 
the court to one of detention in the monas- 
tery of Solovetsk, taking the ground that the 
prince must have been out of his mind at the 
time when he perpetrated his crime. In this 
way the princely house of Bartenieff was 
spared the indignity of having one of its 
scions wearing the garb of a felon. 
It is undoubtedly motives of an analogous 
character that have prompted Emperor 
Nicholas tp deal in this fashion with Prince 
Alexis Dolgoroukl, who would otherwise 
have been sent to jail. For his extraordinary 
assault upon Count Lamsedorff is only the 
culmination of a career which, during the 
last few years at any rate, has been one 
uninterrupted succession of swindles and 
frauds of one kind and another both in Rus- 
sia and abroad. He must not be confound- 
ed with the Prince Dolgorouki of the same 
Christian name who married the enormously 
wealthy Miss Fleetwood Wilson, and who 
divides his time between his own estates in 
Russia and those of his English wife in 
Great Britain, but belongs to an entirely 
Gifferent branch of the family. Formerly 
he was an officer of the Hussars of the 
Guards regiment. But after squandering 
his own fortune and that of his wife at the 
card table, he was turned out of the army, 
and from that time forth lived mainly by 
means of his wits, his wife having secured 
a judicial separation from him, Count Lams- 
dorff was compelled to warn the Muscovite 
embassies and legations abroad to abstain 
from granting any sort of recognition to the 
prince, and it is this, together with the re- 
fusal of the minister to receive him or to 
grant him any post in the diplomatic or con- 
sular service as a means of livelihood, that 
led him to make his assault upon the min- 
ister, who was felled to the ground, with 
blood streaming from an ugly scalp wound. 


> 

The Dolgorouki family is one of the most 
ancient and illustrious in Russia. For they 
were princes before the Romanoffs became 
The first Romanoff emperor, Czar 
Mikhail, married a Princess Dolgorouki, and 
Peter II. died in 1780 on the morning of the 
day appointed for his wedding to another 
Princess Dolgoroukl. During the reign of 
Catherine II. a Prince Dolgorouki conquered 
the Crimea and added it to her empire, re- 
ceiving in return from her the surname of 
Krinskol.”” His grandson, Prince Michael 
Dolgorouki, was minister of war during the 
earlier portion of the reign of Alexander 
II., who married the statesman’s daughter, 
Princess Catherine Dolgorouki, morganati- 
cally a short time after the death of his con- 
sort, the Empress Marie, whose maid of 
honor the princess had been. 

The princess did not become empress, but 
was created by her husband Princess Your- 
ieffska, and since the death of her husband 
has lived entirely abroad, making her home 
at Paris. She has three children, offspring 
of her union with the emperor, all born sev- 
eral years prior to her marriage, however. 
The boy, a half-brother of the late czar, was 
formerly in the navy, and visited the United 
States at the time of the Columbian celebra- 
tion in 1893 as a midshipman on one of the 
Russian men of war. He now makes his 
home in St. Petersburg, where he holds a 
commission in the Hussars of the Guard, 
bears the name of Prince George Yourieffska, 
and is married to Countess Alexander Zar- 
nekau, a morganatic child of Duke Con- 
stantine of Oldeburg. One of his sisters, 
Princess Olga, is the wife of Count George 


Merenberg. while the other, Princess Cath- 


erine, her father’s favorite, and who was 
jilted by Levi P. Morton's ex-son-in-law, 
Count Boson Talleyrand-Perigord, on ac- 
count of the insufficiency of her dowry, is 
now married to Prince Alexander Bariatin- 
ski. 


— . 

The Dolgoroukis, whose name means “ the 
long armed one,“ are influential in the Rus- 
sian great world. For many years Prince 
Sandy Dolgorouki was the grand master 
of ceremonies at court. His brother, Prince 
Nicholas, spent a long time at Berlin as mili- 
tary attaché, while the salons of three of 
their sisters, Mme. Albedynski, the Princess 
Soltikoff, and the Countess Steinbach, were 
and still are among the most popular and fré- 
quented at St. Petersburg. 


With regard to the story now in circula- 
tior, which represents Prince Victor Napo- 
leon as on the eve of renouncing his claims 
and pretensions to the throne of France, his 
leadership of the Bonapartist party in 
France, in order to wed Princess Clementine 
of Belgium, those responsible for its origin 
are manifestly ignorant of the fact that the 
prince lias been for a number of years past 
privately married to a French actress, who 
lives in a house adjoining his own in the 
Avenue Loulse at Brussels with the three 
children with which she has presented him. 
There are no such things as morganatic 
marriages in France, and as the prince had 
received his mother’s permission to legitima- 
tize his relations with the actress by means of 
marriage, she is in the eyes of the church, 
as well as in those of French and Belgian 
law, his wife. 

Indeed, it ia just on account of this matri- 
monial connection that the ‘prince, who is 
happy with his wife and children, is so little 
anxious to push his claims to the throne of 
France or to further the designs of his po- 
litical party, realizing that if he were to 
become emperor his home life would be 
broken up, the position of his wife would 
become exceedingly awkward, and he is by 
no means anxious to leave Brussels. 


While Prince Victor, who has behaved with 
a good deal of tact in his dealings with the 
royal house of Belgium, is on the friendliest 
of terms with them, and popular at courtand 
in society, yet there has never been any 
romantic affection between himself and 
Princess Clementine. The one prince whom 
she was anxious to marry was her cousin, 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria, and the match had 
been arranged and the betrothal was about 
to be officially announced, when the late 
Queen Henrietta summoned Ferdinand to 
her at Spa and furnished him with reasons 
why the union should not take place. What 
these reasons were remains a mystery to 
this day. But the prince left at once for 
Germany and Bulgaria without returning 
to Brussels or seeing Princess Clementine or 
her father again, and all prospects of a 
matrimonial alliance were at an end.

| amone THE NEW BOOKS. 


“ LOVE AMONG THE RUINS ” is the ro- 
mantic title of Warwick Deeping’s second 
novel, the first being founded on the pre- 
Arthurian legend of Uther and Igraine.“ 
This book may have some such foundation of 
fact or legend, though the characters are not 
known in study or song. However this may 
be, the Arthurian atmosphere is there in the 
names of localities, personal names, and con- 
ditions of affairs. The book is as indefinite 
as to time and place as The Forest Lovers 
of Maurice Hewlett, and, in fact, is written 
in something the same manner, in language 
suitable to the story, with the same bold- 
ness of style. 

In an age of realism it is only right that 
our novels should give us true pictures of 
life. Few of us care for the standard which 
does not.admit of sorrow, pain, or weariness, 
but it may be said that some of the recent 
books have too much of this, and come so 
close to our own tawdry, sorry lives as to 
lack interest to us. : 

But to have realism thrust itself upon one, 
saying, Here am I, the truth of the matter. 
unpleasant, perhaps, but necessary!—this is 
neither desirable nor necessary. Mr. Deep- 
ing has made the mistake of counting it as 
such, and, at times, the story takes on too 
physical a character. Matters are not 
minced in any particular, the characters are 
dominated only by flerce and elemental pas- 
sions, and the whole creates a vague, or. at 
least, jumbled, idea of war, rapine, sudden 
death, and many sorts of love. The conver- 
sation is not entirely in keeping with the 
story, whose narration is given in language 
of an old world turn: In comparison the 
speech of the characters has too much of our 
modern, crisp, intuitive mode of conversa- 
tion to be exactly in keeping with a story of 
the middle ages. As a whole, the book is 
not without force, although it reads like the 
work or a man attempting something be- 
yond 1 strength. (The Macmillan com- 
pany. 


“MY L’IL ANGELO,” by Anna Yeamer 
Condict, is one of the most delightful little 
stories that have. appeared for some time. 
Angelo is captivating; he was enough to 
undo the heart of any but a Crockett . 
in his brown: eyes there still lingered the mist 
of baby wonder. His mouth was an irre- 
sistible challenge to any kisses in the vi- 
einity.“ 

Angelo’s dying mother forces him on the 
unwilling charity of Mrs. Clockett, and the 
tale of the way the Dago child” turns 
things topsy-turvy in the methodical do- 
main of that severe woman is highly divert- 
ing.

The book is a chronicle of the desperate 
effort of a high bred, carefully reared girl 
from a small town to adapt herself to new 
conditions and to people of whom she dis- 
approves.

These reprehensible habits get them all in 
trouble before the last chapter. 

The trouble even involves the innocent 
heroine, who awakes one morning to find 
herself notorious through a scandal story in 
the newspapers. They are all at the end of 
things, so a few of them die and Mr. J. 
Wgmthipgton Woodward takes his wife to 
Swit and to stay until the storm blows 
over. The story has action and the charac- 
ters are alive. (Brentano’s.) 


Mr. Shan Bullock, the Irish writer, is evi- 
dently a unionist, for his novel, THE RED 
LEAGUERS” (McClure, Phillips & Co., 
New York), is not encouraging reading for 
republicans. It is the story of an Irish re- 
bellion in the present day, when England's 
hands are full, and the setting up an inde- 
pendent republic. It is supposed to be told 
by an ill fated young adventurer who is 
persuaded to lead a commando in Armoy. 

His heart is only half in the business, and, 
baffied in love and fortune, he makes a sad 
mess of it. Treachery and his undisciplined 
troops frustrate him, and the savagery dis- 
played by the republican forces sicken him 
to the soul. The affairs of the republic go 
to smash and his own evil star sets at the 
climax of the national disaster. 

The book may be intended as a warning 
or a prophecy, but it fs sad reading.

Japs Take Another Fort. 

Fort No. 16, which is on the main line of 
defenses surrounding Port Arthur, was taken 
by the Japanese on July 6. 

Continuing, the Chinaman declares that 
Russians in Port Arthur say that last week 
three regiments of Japanese troops were 
wiped out just north of Port Arthur. A Rus- 
sian regiment which was out reconnoitering 
was driven back by the three Japanese regi- 
ments, who were in turn surrounded by two 
regiments of Cossacks and wiped out. 


The Russians say also that in another en- 


gagement between outposts eight Japanese 
were killed and seventy-two were taken pris- 
oners. These reports lack confirmation. The 
Russian troops at Port Arthur still believe 
that an army is marching south to relieve 
them. | 
Japs Hide War Secret.

-succeeds in veiling them in almost absolute 
secrecy. Since the occupation of Dalny the

cerning conditions at Port Arthur. It is gen- 


erally believed, however, that the Japanese 
army and navy are daily tightening their 
relentless grip on the besieged city, and that 
a final assault, followed by the fall of the 
fortress, is now only a matter of weeks. 

The ‘fleet of Admiral Togo is in motion day 
and night and is frequently engaged, but 
the forces and number of guns of the be- 
siegers are secrets which probably will not 
be revealed until the final and decisive ac- 
tion. Fragmentary information from vari- 
ous sources, especially Chinese, reaches 
Japan, but its publication here or the send- 
ing of it abroad is. forbidden under a se- 
vere penalty. ‘ 


Embargo on News Absolute. 

Much concerning the siege of Port Arthur 
could be published without injury to the 
Japanese cause, but the general staff, re- 
solved to avoid aiding St. Petersburg or Gen. 
Kouropatkin with a single shred of informa- 
tion, has placed an absolute embargo on the 
transmission of all news. 

No foreigner accompanies either the Jap- 
anese forces which are besieging Port Ar- 
thur, the army under Gen. Oku, or the army 
which was landed at Takushan, and the 
newspaper correspondents and foreign at- 
tachés with Gen. Kuroki are made to remain 
within a circle having a radius of a little over 
half a mile. 

Many false reports concerning the war op- 
erations are being sent abroad. These the 
Japanese welcome as being just so much 
more chaff and sand thrown in the eyes of 
the enemy. 4 


HOW RUSSIAN FLEET ESCAPED. 


Correspondent with the Vladivostok 
Squadron Tells of Trap Set by 
Japanese Admiral. 

VLADIVOSTOK [undated.J]—A Russian 
correspondent who witnessed the meeting be- 
tween the Russian and Japanese squadrons 
in the gulf of Corea gives the following par- 
ticulars: 

“The Japanese trap for our cruisers was 
quite cleverly set. A squadron fully three 
times the strength of the Russians lay in 
wait in the strait of Corea. A strong flotilla 
of torpedo boats lay in wait at Takasaki, 
the northernmost point of Tsu island, with 
the intention of dashing out, catching the 
Russian cruisers between two fires, and 
forcing them to halt and to fight. 

„The plan worked up to the point of meet- 
ing the Russian squadron, which, when it 
saw the superior force of the Japanese, rap- 
idly retreated to the northward. The Japa- 
nese began a stern chase, firing at intervals, 
but their shells fell one and one-third miles 
short, - | 

“At this juncture the Japanese torpedo 
boats shot out from Takasaki, and for a 
short time it looked as though we had been 
badly trapped. 

„We slipped through their cordon while 
they were attempting to draw in for a com- 
bined attack. Their quick firing guns opened 
without damaging the Russians in the slight- 
est, while the heavy guns of the Russian 
cruisers sent two of the torpedo boats to the 
bottom. The other torpedo boats fled to 
the protection of their own squadron. 

“The Japanese mistook their own retreat- 
ing torpedo boats for Russian boats coming 
to attack them and opened a fusillade which 
lasted for three minutes. 

“The Japanese torpedo boats spouted 
rockets and worked their signal Üghts des- 
perately before the fire of their squadron 
ceased. We were unable to ascertain the 
damage which resulted. 

“The reason why they did not pursue us 
farther is not known. It is certain that they 
were not nearly a match for the Russians 
in speed. | 

“The torpedo flotilla is still hoyering 
around Gensan on the lookout for Admiral 
Kamimure’s squadron.” 


SURE OF GERMAN NEUTRALITY. 


Japan Not Disturbed Over Report That 
Russian Squadrons Will Seek 
Harbor for Protection. 


TOKIO; July 7, 5:30 a. m.—An official state- 
ment issued here today declares that the 
Japanese government is confident that Ger- 
many will maintain its neutrality. The Klao- 
chou incident is not regarded seriously by 
the government or the people. During the 
recent activity of the Russian Port Arthur 
and Vladivostek squadrons it was suggested 
that they possibly intended to run into some 
neutral Chinese port, disarm, and claim pro- 
tection, and Kiaochou. was named as one 
of tneir possible havens.

FIRE DOES $53,000 DAMAGE IN 


Flames Start in Interior Finish Com- 
pany’s Factory Ten Minutes After 

Employes Have. Left—Watchman Is 
Severely Hurt in Trying to Check 
the Blase—Entire Plant Is Blazing 
When Firemen Arrive and Structure 

Is Destroyed.

Fire which started within ten minutes after 
the 125 employés had left for the day de- 
stroyed the Union Interior Finish company 
plant last night, causing a loss estimated 
at $55,000. The plant, at Fifty-third and La 
Salle streets, was a large two story frame 
structure. 

P. T. Vining, the watchman, discovered the 


blaze in the engine room. Coals had fallen | 


on the shavings used to feed the furnaces, 
and these were smoldering. Vining quickly 
connected a hose and sought in vain to ex- 
tinguish the blaze. The headway which the 
flames had gained during his fight with them 
resulted in the loss of the building. The 
watchman was severely burned on the hands 
and face. 

A small boy, perceiving Vining's plight, 
had summoned an engine company, but be- 
fore it arrived the whole first floor was 
filled with flames. A general alarm was 
sent in and the companies had difficulty in 
confining the blaze to the structure. Sev- 
eral other large manufacturing plants were 
near. 

The building contained a great quantity 
of woodwork finished for use in churches and 
other structures. Much of the interior work 
for the Italian Roman Catholic church, Ken- 
sington avenue and La Salle street, had been 
prepared for delivery this morning. It was 
planned to have the church completed for 
opening next Sunday. 


SHIP COMPANY’S EARNINGS 
GREATER THAN EXPECTED. 


Showing Made by International Mer- 
cantile Marine, While by No Means 
Flattering, Is Surprise to Wall Street. 


New York, July 7.—[(Special.}—The first 
annual report of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine company, made public today, 
covers the company’s existence from Decem- 
ber, 1902, to December, 1903. It was sub- 
mitted recently at a meeting of voting trus- 
tees representing the shareholders, the 
date of which was kept a secret. As there 
is little stock in the hands of the general 
public, interest in Wall street In the report 
was limited to curiosity to see how small the 
earnings were. The street, therefore, was 
astonished at the showing: made, which, 
by no means good, exceeded expectations. 
The report contains no balance sheet, the 
reason assigned being that it is impossible 
to unify the methods of bookkeeping of the 
various subsidiary companies fast enough 
to get up a consolidated balance sheet. The 
income account shows:

$66,100 is outstanding. The amount of com- 
mon stock outstanding is $49,933,000; bonded 
indebtedness, $50,000,000 of 4% per cent col- 
lateral trust bonds and $13,686,000 first mort- 
gage bonds. 

It is expected further economies and better 
business will bring about a substantial in- 
crease in business during the present year, 
although the steerage war has affected 
earnings to some extent. 


MINERS DEPORTED BY MOB. 


Five Union Men Claim to Have Been 
Horse and Hustled Out of 
ripple Creek, Colo. 


Denver, Colo., July 7.—[Special.]—Pres!- 
dent Moyer this afternoon received informa- 
tion by telephone from five union men who 
were driven out of Cripple Creek last night 
and now are at Cafion City. They were 
taken in charge upon their arrival in Crip- 
ple Creek last night by two deputy sheriffs, 
who delivered them to an armed mob, mem- 
bers of which wore masks. 

The men aver that they were horse- 
whipped, led several miles out on the road 
to Cafion City, and told if they ever returned 
to Cripple Creek they would be hanged. 

It appears the mob paid no attention tothe 
passes which Gen. Bell had given them.

Gov. Yates Reduces Penalty of Slayer 
of Frank White in 1896 to 
Fifteen Years.

WHEELER TRIAL AT END. 


Board Withholds Decision in 
Cases of Inspector and the 
Others Accused. 


A patrol wagon filled with policemen was 
necessary yesterday to enforce the suspen- 
sion of three city employés, ordered by Com- 
missioner Blocki. Those suspended are: 

J. J. O'Connor, superintendent of water pipe 
yards. 

Frank D. L. Austin, foreman of city carpenters. 

Frank McDonald, carpenter. ‘ 

All were stationed at the city pipe yards 
at Ashland avenue and West Twenty-second 
street. The men, it is said, refused to quit 
work until the police came, and then there 
was trouble in forcing Austin to leave. Aus- 
tin declared he would demand an investiga- 
tion that might affect higher city officials. 

Disobedience of orders is the chief charge 
against the men, but it is said drunkenness 
and loafing are not uncommon at the yards, 
and that there is hardly any discipline. 

Civil service commissioners almost gasped 
whek Charles Sirbom, foreman in one of the 
water pipe extension districts, explained 
how he came to sign a pay roll giving Patrick 
Morrissey wages for eleven days on whic. 
he had not worked. 

Timekeeper Pfohl said it was customary 
to carry a man on the pay roll for fifteen 
days after he had been laid off,“ the fore- 
man said, “so I signed the pay roll with 
Morrissey’s name on it.“ 


Case Against Wheeler Closed. 


The anti-crime committee’s cases against 
Police Inspector John Wheeler, Lieuts, Pat- 
rick J. Harding and Dennis O’Connor, and 
Patrol Sergeants Garrett Brennan, Thomas 
Meaney, and Thomas O'Malley of the Des- 
plaines street precinct were closed in the 
afternoon and taken under advisement by 
the civil service commission.

CITY ESCAPES IRGQUOIS FIRE. 


Judge Holdom Holds That Municipal- 
ity Is Not Responsible for Loss 
or Damage. 


Judge Holdom in the Superior court has 
ruled that the city of Chicago Is not in any 
way Hable for loss or damage arising out 
of the Iroquois theater fire. The decisior 
was on a demurrer filed in the suit of Eva 
Catherine Gibson to recover $15,000 for a 
broken arm and other injuries. Sixty 
similar actions pending are affected by the 
ruling. 

The ruling was made in sustaining the 
city’s demurrer to the allegation that the 
theater was a public nuisance and that the 
municipality was Hable because of the dere- 
liction of its officers in issuing a license be- 
fore the ordinances were complied with. 

City Attorney Smulski does not expect an 
appeal. In many of the suits the city and the 
management of the theater were made co- 
defendants, but the opinion does not affect 
the merits of any action in which the city 
is. not involved. 


RAIN RETARDS LAND RUSH. 


Interest, Shifts from Bonesteel to Yank- 
ton, Where There Are Fewer 
Gamblers. 


Sioux City, Ia., July 7.—[ Special. -A tor - 
rential rain, general in the northwest, cut 
down the registration for the Rosebud lands 
at all four registration points today. Much 
of the rush has shifted from Bonesteel, and 
Yankton appears to be getting the benefit 
of it. 

At Yankton a crowd two blocks long stood 
in line at each of the registration offices. 
The number in the city is constantly increas- 
ing. One firm of notaries cleared $175 on the 
first day. The business of making papers 
keep the notaries up till late at night and 
they begin work at daybreak. A dozen gam- 
bling wheels opened for business on the 
streets yesterday. 

No action was taken until evening, wnen 
Deputy Sheriff Charles Wright arrested 
three men. The rest stopped business im- 
mediately. A number of lambs had been 
sheared.

Jerry Duggins Executed at Midnight at 
Michigan City, Ind., Penitentiary, 
Approaches Death Cheerfully. 


Michigan City, Ind., July 8, 1a. m.—Jerry 
Duggins, who murdered Mrs. William Ram- 
sey and her two smal! children at their home 
in Terre Haute on the night of Feb. 12, was 
executed by hanging in the Michigan City 
prison tonight. Duggins smiled as he 
walked to the scaffold.

Big Gains at Postoffice.—Receipts of the

YATES MEN MAY SEEK 
REVENGE UPON ELLWOOD. 


Talk in Railroad Commission of Getting 
Even by Reducing Freight Rates by 
at Least 25 Per Cent. 


Springfield, III., July 7.—[Special.]—A local

PROF. BBIGGS SAYS 
LOSING ITs POSIZION. 
Formerly ‘the Best Raneatea Men in 
Community, Now They Are Not, 
Writes the Union Seminary Scholar 
—Urses Graduate Schools Better 
than Any,of the Present Theological 
Institations as Necessary to Give 
the Church Its Proper Prestige. 


That ministers are not so well educated 
relatively as they used to be, and that trained 
specialists in theology must be the leaders 
of the church while less brilliant men shall 
be the “ hewers of wood and the drawers of 
water,” are the statements made by Prof. 


cal seminary. These ideas are set forth in 
an article which appeared yesterday in the 
July number of the American Journal of 
Theology, issued from the University of Chi- 
cago press. 

Prof. Briggs is the scholar who was sus- 
pended by the Presbyterian church in 1898 
for heretical teachings and who was ordained 

an Episcopal minister in 1898. 

“If the church is to regain its true posi- 
tion.“ writes Dr. Briggs, ‘‘ and the minister 
is to be the religious teacher of the next gen- 
eration, it is necessary that he should have 


a much higher education than he can get at 


present in our theological seminaries. Ifthe 
graduate school is necessary for the higher 
study of medicine and other branches of 
learning, can theology, the most difficult and 
important of all studies, do its work without 
graduate schools? The Christian minister is 
no longer—what he used to be and what he 
ought to be—the best educated mar in the 
community. 

„The church certainly needs a ministry 
to do the simple, practical work of the con- 
gregation; and the most of the ministry 
must, from the nature of the case, be fitted 
for this kind of work. They may be regarded 
as the infantry of the Lord’s army. But 
however necessary the infantry may be in 
of the 
strongest artillery. That church will control 
the future ot religion in this country that 
will put the best educated ministry in the 
Held.“ 8 

Theology does not, as is co nly taught, 
appeal to the best intellects. It does not 
give the scholar the same freedom of investſ- 
gation and liberty of conscience that he is 
sure of in other studies. It does not promise 
him a.sufficiently sure field of usefulness. 


The graduate school of theology should strive 


to overcome these evils,.

Who is the mysterious “‘ Mr. Curtin,” the 
alleged employé of O’Gara, King & Co., the 
contractors, who, according to the evidence 
produced in the inqui at Dunning, was 
present at the tests of coal, paid the em- 
ployés of the county for working overtime, 
and made the request that his presence on 
the grounds be not disclosed? 

This is the question the county board is 
trying to solve through the investigating 
committee headed by Commissioner Van 
Steenberg. “* O'Gara, King & Co. probably 
will tell us that Curtin is out of town, said 
Commissioner Garner yesterday. We shall 
request that the alleged agent be sent over 
to give evidence at our next inquiry.” 

_At the offices of the O’Gara company it was 
said that no such man as Curtin or Curtain 
was connected with the firm. 

Both Benedict Driscoll and Maurice Cody 
testified before the investigating committee 
that Curtin, whose first name neither of them 
remembered, had paid them $5 each for extra 
work performed during the last two tests. 
These witnesses were firemen who long have 
been employed at the county institution. 

Another question developed in connection 
with the inquiry is whether $5,800 was with- 
held from the dealers supplying fuel to the 
county institutions when the tests proved 
the coal was below grade, or whether the 
money was refused by the coal companies. 

Supt. McLaren of the public service board 
said the refusal of O’Gara, King & Co. to 
accept full payment when the tests were un- 
satisfactory, together with their not demand- 
ing more when one of the tests proved the 
quality of fuel superior to that of the coal 
usually received, aroused the suspicions of 
the investigating board. 

The committee this morning in the county 
commissioners’ room will sift the evidence 
and determine ona course ofaction. Repre- 
sentatives of the coal company probably will 
not be given a hearing until next week. 

We are not done yet with our employés,” 
said Commissioner Van Steenberg. If there 
ig any conspiracy on their part we shall get to 
the bottom of it before we advertise coal 
contracts for next year.“

LOCAL HOUSES: REALIZE 


FAIR VOLUME OF SALES IN BOTH 
BONDS AND STOCKS. _ 

Some of the Local Banks Take Profits 
in Securities Purchased for Interest 
Returns Some Weeks Ago—Circuia- 
tion Per Capita on July 1, 1904, 
$30.80—This Is a Gain of $4.30 in 
Four Years—General Trade in Can- 
ada Continues Good. 


Chicago houses did a fair volume of selling 
in the market yesterday. These were real- 
izing sales. The tendency to buy was less 
pronounced. The course of the market, how- 
ever, was influenced by the rise in wheat, a 
motive influential with the local as well as 
the New York traders. 

Perhaps a distinct feature of Chicago busi- 
‘ness was the selling of bonds By institutions 
which were purchasers a few weeks ago. 
When the money was at the lowest level 
there. was considerable investment of sur- 
plus funds in securities. Much of this buy- 
ing did not appear in the statements made 
by the banks as of June 9. Since these in- 
vestments were made bonds have advanced 
sharply. As the autumn draws nearer with 
the usual crop moving demand, the tempta- 
tion to realize profits on bonds is strong. 

The sétback in the stock list had the usual 
influence on commission house sentiment. 
While it is realized that more than one day’s 
bad crop reports will be necessary to ma- 
terially affect the situation, still a day of 
declines suggests adverse conditions. 

The June circulation statement of the 
United States treasury shows the per capita 
circulation on July 1 to be $30.80. This is 
based on an estimated population of 81,867,000 
on the same date. The per capita circula-

General Trade Good in Canada. 


The president of one of the most prominent 
Canadian banks is quoted as saying: 

‘* We have not as yet in Canada experienced 
to an appreciable extent the general falling 
off in business that is being felt in the east- 
ern states, 

In some lines special causes are responsi- 
ble for a considerable decrease from one 
year ago, notably in the woolen industry. 
The cessation of operations by the woolen 
manufacturing companies was due entirely 
to the low preferential tariff on English 
woolens. Iron and steel prices have been 
much lower in Canada than they have in 
the Unitetd States as the steel corporation 
and other American steel plants have to face 
in the Canadian market the keen competition 
of German or English companies. 

General trade is extremely good. While 
not much ahead of last year, yet the volume 
shows some increase. Collections, however, 
are considerably slower than they were last 
year, and many of our merchants are pessi- 
mistic on the outlook for the remainder of

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NEW PLAN FOR CANCELLATIONS. 


Underwriters’ Special Committee Is 
Considering a Proposition to In- 
sure Proper Notice. 

Although the special committee appointed 
by the Chicago Underwriters’ association to 
consider improved methods of effecting can- 
cellations was unable to agree on any defi- 
nite line of action, it now is probable that 
several of the principal agencies on the 
street will take the matter in their own 

hands and act independently. 

A plan proposed is meeting with appro- 
‘bation. It provides that the writing agent 
give notice of cancellation to the placing 
agent. If sufficient evidence that cancel- 
lation has been effected is not produced in 
twenty-four hours direct notice will be 
served on the assured. Many agents feel 
that they cannot incur HNability by sub- 
mitting to the delay often caused by plac- 
ing agents in geting policies cancelled. The 
delay is due largely to carelessness or the 


desire to replace the policy ordered can- 


celled with another before the former is 
tuken up.

RAILWAYS IN GOOD SHAPR 


DECLINE IN BUSINESS. 

— 

Only Two or Three Pass Dividends in 
First Six Months—Receivers Ap- 
pointed for Half Dozen small Roads, 
but These Owe Misfortunes to In- 
herent Difficulties — Foreclosure 
Sales Few-Gouwld Ready to Cen- 
stract Straight Line to Pacific. 


During the first six months of 1904 no rail- 
way in the United States has gone into the 
hands of a receiver as a result of the de- 
creased industrial and commercial activity. 

From official reports received by the Rall- 
minor companies have passed their divi- 
dends. Of nearly 1,800 operating and sub- 
sidiary roads whose securities are in the 
hands of the public only six, representing 300 
miles of Une, have defaulted this year in 
their interest, or otherwise 
eolvency. 

Few Roads Are Insolvent. 

Only twenty railways, with less than 1,000 
miles of line, out of the 210,000 miles in the 
United States are at present in the hands of 
receivers. In the case of each of the six 
mall roads for which receivers were ap- 
pointed in the last six months bankruptcy 
appears to have been the result of inherent 
difficulties not caused by the cessation of 
“boom times, and which could not have 
been cured if the activity had continued. 
Their total indebtedness is $5,010,000 in bonds 
and in stocks. 

The foreclosure sales of steam railways 
during the six months also have been few 
and represent conditions which originated 

rs ago. There were six of these roads 
with a total mileage of 100. Enough money 
will be realized from their sale, it is believed, 
to carry out the plans of reorganization. 


Ready to Build Straight Line. 

Arrangements are said to have been com- 

pleted for the construction of George J. 
Gould's straight line from Salt Lake to the 
Pacific coast. The trust deeds and mort- 
gages have been filed and the right of way 
practically secured. Nearly all of the route 
has been surveyed. 

The new road is to be bullt by the Western 
Pacific. A line from Salt Lake to San Fran- 
cisco will place it 100 miles south of the 
Central Pacific branch. It will be one day’s 
travel shorter than any existing route be- 
tween Salt Lake and San Francisco.

Samuel Hunt of Cincinnati has been appointed 
receiver of the Detroit Southern rallway on peti- 
tion of the bondholders.
